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Purpose of Vocational Education Is Explained By Edwin Ahrens

Vocational Education began many centuries ago. Being a 
Bible teacher, I cannot help but bring to your attention that the 
fathers in Bible times trained their sons in their own craft. So, 
learning was passed down fitm* generation to generation. We 
find similar names — Noah taught his sons, Abraham instructed 
his beloved son Jsaac, Jesse trained David as a shepherd, Zebedce 
taught James and John, and even Jesus learned the carpenter’s 
trade from Joseph. 

This “apprentice program” as It has been called has lost 
out due to the course of human events — mainly wars. Fathers 
were called to arms in defense of this freedom enjoyed by the 
citizens of this great nation. Because of these wars, fathers 
were unable to train their sons. This resulted in several lost 
generations of trained men. 

We should be thankful to men such as Mr. Carl Perkins, 
Mr. John Sherman Cooper, and others of local and state office, 
for their interest in these "lost" men. Through the efforts of 
our congress and business men, vocational training has been 
developed to become a leading factor in reducing the army of 
unemployed and unskilled men and women. 

In our area of four counties, Letcher, Knott. Leslie and 
Perry, we have in training nearly a thousand trainees learning 
various skills to help fill the gap in job opportunities.

Just recently, here in Whitcsburg. nearly 50 of tho?p who 
completed the course in auto mechanics are already employed. 
This is just a beginning. The possibilities arc great towards the 
relief cf the burden on taxpayers. 

Men who have worked in the vocational field say that an 
investment of $1Q00 will be absorbed by taxes in five years, 
through the training given one individual. This will be accomp^ 
lished by the employer who has supplied the market with moro 
goods, which means he is paying more taxes. 

The employee now has greater working capital with which 
to buy the merchandise He will also be paying taxes, which he 
has been un-able to do in the past. 

This wM strengthen our community, our county, our state, 
and our nation — as individuals are able to support themselves. 

Recently in telking with en unemployed father, I discovered 
that he was quite content with whet he was doing. Drawing 
$110 per month, plus food stamps, doctor's care, medical help, 
he could "get along". But this is not the cure for our area. This 
is a step toward socialism or equality for all. This breeds 
Communism. 

Vocational tialning can help to relieve this by training men 
with the talent* God has given them. We find several reasons 
for the need of Vocational Education. 

Of those who have completed the course of training pur- 
sued, 80 are now employed. I ask you if this is a good invest- 
ment. Vocational Educators need the support of the local busi- 
nessmen. individual citizens, county officials, end government 



agencies to expand and strengthen our roots in training the men 
who have been used for the gam of a few These men have 
served their usefulness and are now cast offs. 

We complain that the charity rolls are long. Too many men 
are just loafing. Men, we together can eliminate and reduce in 
great numbers those receiving aid from governmental sources. 

Tha why to vocational education as I saa it, is to improve 
the motivation for more schooling. One trainee said, "I would 
not taka $500 for what I have learned in the few weeks of train. 
Ing." Another stated, "I'm going to saa that my grandchildren 
gat an education." 

Still another said he would see that his children got an edu- 
cation. Others say. “ff only I could go back and do it again. I’d 
stay in school.” This challenges us to work harder to train lives 
of those who recognize the lateness of the hour. 

A second reason for having vocational training is that it 
will help the growth of our communities in many ways — needs 
for new occupations, inducement of industry, the raising of liv- 
ing standards, desire to become self -sustaining, and introduce a 
point of pride because of a trained man. 

Thirdly. Vocational Education will bring an increase in tax 
revenue through the buyer, the seller, the manufacturer, the 
traveler, and the citizens of our communities. 

Fourthly, vocational education will relieve the government 
of the role of playing "Daddy" to many thousands who would 
like to be self-supporting, but because of circumstances of en-

It must not be a matter of politics as to the future off voca- 
tional education, but rather a combination of American citizens 
interested in raising up a generation of skilled men who other- 
wise might be lost in degradation. 

Men, you are the keys to the success of Vocational Educa- 
tion, as we promote this training to our neighbors, to follow 
businessmen, and other fellow citizens of our great nation. 

As to tho future of Vocational Education, several more class- 
es will be started within a few weeks, e'though I cannot now say 
where and define the area of training. I can say the classes that 
have already commenced and those which are completed are just 
a beginning, and who can say what the end result will be?

candle molds, lamps, milk glass, 
iron stone, various colors of cut 
glass, earthenware or baskets. 

Since dried plants do not re- 
quire water, the scope of con- 
tainers is not as limited as for 
living flowers. 

Nature’s own handiwork has 
created numerous pieces of 
dried wood, sometimes called 
driftwood, which is used very 
effectively with dried plants. 
This wood can be found in our 
own vicinity * along roads 
where trees have been felled by 
an axe or severe storm, or by 
our river banks. This wood in 
unusual shapes and forms can 
be further aged by drying, pol- 
ishing, varnishing etc Decora 
tive pieces of drift wood may 
also be purchased in florists
